SUBJECT: Unidentified Flying Object 


TOs Base Oparations Officar 


1. At aporoximately 2150 hours 20 Sept 1960 I witnessed what I believes was an 
unidentified flying object. 


2. While cruising in a C47 alreraft abova an overcast at 9,000 ft and about 
25 miles wast of Loulsvills, Ky., a bright object appsarsd in the dirsction of 
135°, My heading at the time was 79°, This objact continued on « straight 
Course SZ to NW, Traveling at extreme speads and high altituda the oodjact 
crossed asove and in front of my aircratt proceeding to tha NW, This cbject 
haa 2se8 characteristics of a star and was similar to a Sputaik which I had 
pe7viously witnessed, 


3. After the first object appeared, two similar objects traveling in ths sam 
general di>sction appeared. Thsse objects were flying parallel to each other. 
Tha two (2) ob4iscts trailed in the sane path behind and to each side of the 
object first seen, ‘Thess objects did not have quite ths brightness as ths first. 
My co-pilot (Cast. Cross) and I witnssaed the objects in the sky from first 
citing to vanishing for approximately twelve (12) minutes, All objacts could ba 
eeen siaultansously after they passed tha aircraft bow and procesaded NW. The 
intensity of their appearance varisd frem bright to dim and off as they crossed 
the sky. 


4. Inmedtately upon citing subjsct objects and mors or leas discounting them as 
aireraft, I contacted Indianapolis Center and inguired whether any other aircraft 
was known to be in the arsa, Their reply was negative—-—no aircraft in our 
vicinity. Although the objects appeared to be some sort of Satellite, there is 
a remote cossibility that I could havs mistaken the objacts for aircraft being 
refueled, I haves however, cergonally discounted that idea because I do not 
believes it would have been possible for m to e948 an aircraft across the sky 

for a twalve minute period of time without the navigation Lights and rotating 
beacon becoming sxtinch, Further the spped and altitude of theses objects greatly 
exceeded the capability of the B52 or KC1i35s performance, 
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
